No Special Tax Required. 

The Commissioner of j Internal Rev- 
enue informs Collectors that a railway 
company or an express company is not 
required to pay special tax on account 
of sale of liquors upon which the 
charges have not been paid, and which 
the original owner refuses to accept, 
provided such consignment of liquors 
is sold in a single lot, or, if containing 
more than twenty gallons, a public 
caution in lots of not less than twenty 
gallons each.
